It oe-
curred at Morvissons ranch on the
Barbacomari viver about twelve miles
from Fort Hua:huea—owing to the
distance from this place’ and the ab-
sence of telegraphic facilities we are
unable to learn the cause at this hour,
but it is probably an outgrowth of a
cattle dispute betwoen the two fac-
tions; great excitoment prevails and a
party left this evening for the scene.
Later:—A courier has arvived from
Charleston who states that a man who
waus engaged in the fight states that a
pasdy while engaged arcund some
newly discovered coal fields were at-
tacked by a party of twenty-five In-
dians without warning and several
men were killed and throe wounded.

presonce of the presgnt Chiefof Scouts,
Mr. Sage, he ordered the Indian to re-
turn him his gun. The Indian at
once went tohis wick-i-up and brought
it. Burgess now has it.

Third.—Wilcox's statement that
yonug Wratten had endeavored to
have him assassinated has a still more
fragile foundation. When C. Wilcox,
of Denver, a supposed relative of the
Agent, was Acting Chief of Beouts, he
held a conversation with yeung Wrat-
ten, during which the latter made the
remark that Wilcox would never live
to see myself and Mr, Wood removed
